Sometimes they were conſtrained to kneel 
down and ſay their Prayers, then they ſhar- 
pened their Knives before their Eyes, which 
cruel Preparations ſeemed to indicate their 
immediate Diſpatch : when at laſt Horſes 
were killed, and their Fleſh divided among 
them, without Bread or- Salt, which they 
were forced ti; ive upon during the Time of 
three Weeks, "And being afterwards releaſed; 
a great many hem have ſince died. 


And in this manner many thouſands more 
| have periſhed. The reſt that eſcaped with 
their Lives, are reduced from a decent and 
reputable Condition to a State of Want and 


Beggary.
